Next to the reaping machine, which 
drove famine from the world. Amer­ 
ica’* greatest gift to modern drill- 
ration has been the telephone. The, 
name of It* Inventor, Dr. Alexander 
Graham Bell, will live down the age* 
after all but two or three present-day 
Americans have been forgotten. 
Unlike moat famous Inventors. Doc- 
tor Bell did not spring from obscurity, 
aud poverty. His father wa* a scholar 
aud scientist of note, and young Bell 
received a ripe education. But be did, 
not escape the common fate of Inven­ 
tors and pioneer*. 
Ills struggles with; 
poverty came In early manhood lo-' 
stead of In boyhood. And they war*; 
struggles as trying and as protracted 
a* fall to the lot of few men. At one5 
time. while lighting to establish biti 
ridiculed “toy" ait an article of genu-j 
ine use, he wa* reduced to the ex-j 
tremlty of borrowing occasional half-l 
dollars for a meal, sharing this lot' 
with his dynamic colleague, Theodore 
N. Vail. 
The world first learned of the tela-i 
phone at the Centennial exposition at; 
Philadelphia In 1878. On January 20; 
of that year a young college professor] 
of Salem, Mass., Alexander Graham! 
Bell, had executed specifications and! 
a claim for an Invention embodying an 
improvement In telegraphy, which In; 
reality wa* a telephone, and on Febru­ 
ary 14 his application for the Amer­ 
ican patent was filed at Washington.

The 
first 
telephone 
message of 
which there la record wa* this: “MrJ 
Watson, come here, I want you." It 
was scut on March IO. 1876, by the In­ 
ventor from the top floor of a Boston 
boarding bouse to a colleague, Thomas 
A. Watson, in a room below.

heard every word and rushed to ap­ 
prise Bell of the fact. Almost 40 year* 
later, on January 15, 1915, Doctor Bell 
sent this same message to Mr. Wat­ 
son, only this time Bell wa* in New] 
York and Watson In Sin Francisco.

Marriages and Births Grow Fewer, 
While beath# Increase in Num­ 
ber—-Food Shortage Influence# 
Infant Mortality. 


Amsterdam.—How the war la eap- 
piug the vital atreugtb of the German 
nation, not only on the field of battle, 
but at home, la told In un illuminating 
a rd lie in the Chemuitzer Voiksklnne, 
a pi eminent Qermun socialist organ, a 
copy of which has just reached here. 
The paper, clung facts and figures, 
sounds a grave alarm and warns the 
«:ovt diluent that “certain concessions 
to the poor, premiums on babies or In­ 
surance schemes” will not suffice if 
the nation la to survive. 
The article follows: 
Since 1915 the number of deaths in 
Germany has exceeded that of birth. 
The decrease in the birth rate since 
1913 is considerable. 
In 1914 this decrease was 18,500; in 
1915 It reached (in comparison with 
1913) the 423,000 mark, or 23 per cent; 
in 1910 it wag 725,500, or 40 per cent. 
This decrease iu the birth rate has 
consequences even more far reaching 
than the lose of life ou the numerous 
battlefields. 
The effect is partially 
counterbalanced by the fact that the 
mortality of infants has considerably 
decreased. The year 1914 narked a j 
rise in the death rate of infants, 
amounting to 20.000; but in 1915 there 
was a decrease of 61.000, and in 1910 
one of 110.000, or 40 per cent. 
Marriages Are Decreasing. 
These last figures throw a clearcu t 
sad light upon the social consequences 
of the war. The fail in the birth fate 
is self-explanatory. Many who in nor­ 
mal times would have been hapny to 
have children are restricted bv the 
circumstances of wartime from enlarg- 
.ng their families. Besides the war has 
<onsldefSbiy reduced the number of 
marriages, sud It is u well-known fact 
that young people contribute to re­ 
population more than others. 
During the first month of the war 
iiarrlagea were very numerous; there 
Is a tendency to believe that sine* that 
time marriages have not censed to be 
more numerous than In peace tin***. In 
August of 1914, there were lo the cities 
af Proust* three times us many mar­ 
riages es In the month of July of the 
tame year; bat there this increase 
•topped. Af the war dragged on, with 
Its long campaigns, marriages became 
fewer and fewer. 
In the whole empire the laical aton­ 
ia nee of marriages was followed by a 
thorp dtnfimifuh, which continue* to 
.his day. We fffiVe not yet at hand the 
figures for the gbole of the empire, bnt 
.re know that*in Saxony there were 
20..’IOO marriages In 1915, as against 
10,800 In 1918. 
In Hamburg the corresponding de­ 
fense amounted to 2AO0; in Berlin to 
5.000, und in Bremen to 1,000. 
Birth Rate Cut-Seriously. 
Since It may be assumed that the a v ­ 
erage young couple has one child at 
the end of the first year It Is seen titst 
this diminution of marriages leaves'a 
serious rut in the birth rate. 
The food shortage naturally influ­ 
ences Infant mortality. 
dim­ 
ply at the Agura*, one ta tempted to re­ 
joice over th# decrease In this mor­ 
tality, but when one considers it in 
connection with the Mtustlou on the 
whole it presents a gloomy picture. 
The decrease In the birth rate Is 
Lased upon peace-time figures. 
It in­ 
cludes children who should have been 
born, but who, had they come to life 
during the war, would have been most 
exposed to premature deaths But there 
is a much smaller number of Illegiti­ 
mate children, aud it Is especially the 
poor people who are abstaining from 
enlarging their families. 
The 
Infant 
mortality, 
therefore, 
should have fallen off iu a much great­ 
er proportion than the birth rate. Now, 
j this la riot the case; the fall in the 
birth rate exceeds even by I per cent 
| the death rate of children of tender 
I age. 
These figures show n* thai the war • 
j makes itself felt cot only co the field j 
j of battle, hut that it reache* out to \ 
strike at the root of the nation—the i 
I birth rate. 
J 
The blockade which England and 
| her allies have established against us 
j with a touching aolUUude for humani­ 
ty has greatly reduced the standard of 
I our national health. 
The number of 
births shows that the growth of th* 
population is being retarded at us 
roots much more gravely than we ai* 
lowed ourselves to believe at the out* 
pet.
